ZIPLINE AND BABY ALLIGATOR COMING 
TO MILLENNIUM PARK THIS WEEKEND

Thrill-seekers, not to mention cold- 
seekers, can head to Millennium Park 
this weekend to zipline in 20 -degree 
weather and possibly consider, well, 
zipping down to Florida in search of 
warmer weather. 

The 190-foot-long zipline experience— be- 
ginning on a three-story platform set up in the 
North Chase Promenade —is part of a Florida 
tourism campaign with the slogan “Escape 
Cold. Warm %ur Heart” to encourage Chi- 
cagoans to visit Kissimmee, near Orlando and 


Walt Disney World. 

“For this campaign, we decided to bring 
some of the warm-weather fun to our freezing 
friends here in Chicago,” D.T Minich, presi- 
dent and CEO of Experience Kissimmee, 
a tourism marketing organization, said in a 
news release. 

But let’s be clear: They’re not bringing the 
weather, so bundle up for the Millennium 
Park event, from ii a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturday 
through Monday 

In Kissimmee, the mercury could hit 
72 degrees, according to the National Weath- 
er Service, and Sunday will be slightly cooler 
with a high near 68. On Monda}^ the high will 


again be near 72 degrees. 

In Chicago, Saturday’s high will be 14 de- 
grees and Sunday’s high will be 23 degrees, 
according to the weather service’s website. 
On Monday the high is expected to be above 
freezing, at a balmy 33 degrees. 

The zipline will slope down to the ground, 
and daredevils will be guided into the “Toast- 
ing Tent.” Zipline participants must weigh at 
least 75 pounds but no more than 250 pounds. 
There is no age restriction. 

Those without an adventurous streak can 
stop inside the tent as well to warm up, sip on 
hot cocoa, meet and snap a pic of a baby al- 
ligator from the Gatorland adventure theme 
park and register to win prizes including a 
Kissimmee vacation. 

It makes sense that Florida would try to 
lure Chicagoans to vacation there considering 


summer is more than four months away and 
bundling up and wearing puffy winter coats 
have grown tiresome for many 

It turns out that a number of Kissimmee 
visitors come from the Midwest and North- 
east, mainly Chicago and New Yoik, and re- 
search showed Chicago is a “top feeder mar- 
ket” for Kissimmee, said Nori Rodriguez, 
communications manager for Experience 
Kissimmee. 

Chicago currently has 22 nonstop flights 
daily to the Orlando International Airport, 
and that number bumps up to 26 only for the 
month of March, she said. 

Experience Kissimmee also is asking 
people to bring a new or gently used coat to 
donate to a drop box for One Warm Coat to 
benefit Chicago Public Schools.

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NU GUARD JUGGLES HOOPS, SCHOOL, MARRIAGE AND IMPENDING FATHERHOOD

D inner in sweatpants turned into cof- 
fee in more formal wear turned into 
even more formal wear and a wed- 
ding, which, soon, will turn into parenthood. 

Life can’t be summed up in one sentence. But 
let’s say it has moved quickly for Northwestern 
graduate student-athlete Tfe Demps. First, 
though, the dinner in November 2013. 

The Wildcats men’s basketball team’s home 
opener was the next day The 6 -foot-3 guard 
knew not what he was walking into. 

Heather Demps was Heather John then. 
She had grown up in Chicago the daughter of a 
single mother and a sister to two brothers. She 
had reached out via Facebook to former NU 
basketball player Reggie Hearn in search of a 
male mentor for one of them, Nolan, then 13. 

Hearn suggested The. After two weeks. 
Heather texted him and they agreed to meet. 

“I had never heard of him,” she said. “Within 


a week he asked if I would go to coffee. I fig- 
ured it wasn’t just to talk about my brother.” 

She was right. Tfe, whose father is former 
NBA player Dell Demps, talked about how an 
injury brought him closer to God. 

“That’s what really drew me to him,” Heath- 
er said. 

Before she knew it. Heather had found not 
only a mentor for her brother, but also her first 
boyfriend. And future husband. She said yes to 
that offer of coffee. Soon, the two were dating. 

Heather said yes again when Tfe proposed 
on March 22, 2015. He had saved up for five 
months for the engagement ring. The two were 
married June 13 at Edgewater Baptist Church, 
the church Heather attended as a child. Tfe’s 
NU teammates were there for the big day 

“It’s a first for me, having a player be mar- 
ried,” said third-year Wldcats coach Chris Col- 
lins, who spent 13 seasons as an assistant coach 
for Duke. “I’ve coached some guys who have 


had children. ... In a lot of respects, I think it’s 
helped him.” 

Speaking of children, the Demps’ daughter 
is due March 14. That’s the day after the Big 
Ten tournament championship. Northwestern 
is a long shot to play in the game or to reach 
its first NCAA tournament, but Txe would wel- 
come the chaos. 

“He promises us if we make the tournament, 
he’s not going to miss a game,” teammate Bry- 
ant McIntosh said. “I’m going to teU him, no 
matter what, to go. His wife might kiU him.” 

Tre said he hasn’t had a lot of time to think 
about impending fatherhood, that between 
studies and basketball and life, he thinks of it 
mostly when he talks about it with Heather. 

“I try to stay focused on the here and now,” 
he said. “When she comes, she comes. That’s 
my mindset right now” 

Txe was described as once being a bit of a 
“loner” and an “introvert” by McIntosh. But 


people around the NU basketball program have 
noticed a chance inTfe since his nuptials. 

“The thing is, they had never kissed until the 
day they got married,” McIntosh said. “It was 
kind of the expectation, the anticipation of it, 
that’s something I’ll always remember. 

‘After he got married, I feel like he has 
opened up. She’s brought out the best in him. 
That’s one of the biggest compliments I can 
give her and him.” 

Txe averages more minutes (36.7) than any 
other Wildcat and is second to McIntosh in 
points (14.7 per game) and assists (3.6), but he 
has struggled some this season. 

“What I struggle with most is trying not to 
take what happens in basketball home with 
me,” Tre said. “Sometimes it’s almost impos- 
sible. You want to do well and you want to win 
so bad. But you just try your best— try to be 
the best husband you can be, try to be the best 
student.”

I have reached peak taco status. The same goes for 
steak, pad thai and pulled pork. Even if all of the 
restaurants that specialize in these foods closed 
tomorrow, Ed still be golden. Eve been to the 
mountaintop and back— and back up again. You 
may think this is sacrilegious, and I understand. 

In case you’re wondering, there’s no such thing as 
peak fried chicken or pizza status. The same goes 
for really good sushi. 

If I lived elsewhere, I might feel differently But I live 
in Chicago, which, while no longer a strictly meat and po- 
tatoes town, is often focused on satisfying pork fetishes. 
Despite the fact that you can have a 50 -inch flat-screen 
TV delivered to your apartment in about an hour via 
Amazon Prime Now or secure pristine lobster via FedEx, 
Chicago has only recently started to serve great seafood. 

Raw fish is another matter entirely In Chicago, Jiro 
doesn’t dream of sushi; rather, Pauly fantasizes about Ital- 
ian beef Like taquerias and noodle joints, there seems to 
be a sushi spot on every corner, but they’re mostly serving 
slabs of poorly cut second-rate fish draped over mushy 
molehills of soggy rice. 

That’s where Naoki in Lincoln Park comes in for a 
save. 

Don’t call him an 
overnight sensation 

In 1991, having spent five years working in a noodle shop 
and as a fishmonger in Fukuoka, Japan, Naoki Nakashima 
traveled to California at the ripe age of 21 and secured a 
job as a dishwasher at a sushi restaurant called Bando Ya, 
where he met his mentor Masa-san. Masa-san later left 
that restaurant and opened his own place. Nakashima 
followed and worked under him for four years, learning 
how to make perfect rice and cut fish with excellence and 
detail. “I cut cucumbers for a long time. I wasn’t allowed 
to touch the tuna,” Nakashima laughed. “It was too 
expensive.” 

Nakashima left Masa-san and opened restaurants in 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, and Hong Kong, eventually 
ending up in Chicago at NoMI. After three years, he 
joined Lettuce Entertain Y)u, where he designed sushi 
programs for various restaurants including Shaw’s Crab 
House andTokio Pub in Schaumburg. After 13 years. 
Lettuce recently offered him the opportunity to open his 
own namesake restaurant, Naoki. 






Mob-tastic entrance 
meets Zen-like space 

Naoki is located inside Intro, another Lettuce 
propert}^ in an old private dining room tucked 
behind the kitchen. In order to access the 
space, you have to walk through the kitchen, 
passing fancy wine fridges and an aquarium, 
where you’ll come face-to-face with live lob- 
sters you may eat during your meal. It all felt 
very mafioso, like I was preparing to whack 
someone over a plate of meatballs. 

But Naoki’s dining room isn’t stuffed 
with red leather booths and checkered 
tablecloths. Instead, it features dark leather 
semicircle banquettes, handsome blond 
wood paneling and columns inlaid with glass, 
one of which has a diorama of jellyfish in 
suspended animation. The dining room is 
hushed, and sushi cooks work like surgeons, 
silently toasting seaweed, scooping rice and 
flaying fish behind a wide backlit bar. The 
silence is punctuated by boisterous and gra- 
cious hails of “thank yous” and “goodbyes” 
and a few bows from the chefs when patrons 
finish their meals and leave. 

So much depends 
on good rice and eggs 

Two marks of a great sushi chef are the qual- 
ity of their rice and the texture of their tama- 
go or omelet. Nakashima’s rice— whether it’s 
underpinning nigiri or coating the walls of 
a maki roll— features distinct toothy grains 
seasoned with sugar, salt and the faint whiff 
of kombu or seaweed. His tamago isn’t the 
desiccated, over-sweetened lump found at 
corner sushi shacks, but instead has a souffle- 
like lightness and briny finish imparted by 
a touch of shrimp paste. Both components 
are the basis of a fine maki roll enrobed with 
silky truffle-scented unagi and triangular 


scrims of cucumber ($i6). My only issue is 
that the eel’s outer flesh was a touch too soft 
and could have used a longer toasting to offer 
a crispier contrast to the interior. But this is 
reaUy my only complaint of the night. 
Another maki roll with salmon and 
spicy shrimp ($15) bursts with a 
sun-drenched lemony finish. 

Sashimi of the future 

Nakashima’s real prowess is on 
full display in a section of the 
menu called Naoki-style sashimi, 
which features a handful of lithe cuts 
of fish flavored with various sauces and gar- 
nishes. These composed plates are not your 
typical sashimi. They meld a sushi master’s 
Ash-cutting precision with a four-star chef’s 
acumen for flavor and balance. 

Five pale-pink planks of madai snapper 
($16) featuring flecks of pearlescent bits 
of skin are arranged in a star pattern with 
a nest of translucent shaved radish curls in 
the center. Each piece of fish is garnished 
with micro-sized shimeji mushrooms (they 
look like studio apartments for young urban 
Smurfs). There’s also a drizzle of pickled 
plum syrup, which imparts a grand finale of 
sweetness, salt and fruit in each bite. 

Another sashimi display features hamachi 
($24) dabbed with a Sriracha-like Peruvian 
red pepper puree, tiny scallion ribbons and 
crisp, fiery rounds of Serrano chili. The spice 
is offset by a ponzu sauce bursting with vin- 
egar and orange blossom. 

All of Nakashima’s plates are perfectly 
seasoned and require little accoutrement, 
but if you need it, the tableside soy sauce is 
smoky and delicately salty, not overwhelming 
like that bottle of Kikkoman sitting in the 
back of your fridge. 


Hot for lobster 

Unlike many sushi chefs who only stick to 
preparing raw fish, Nakashima is also in 
charge of appetizers and hot plates at Naoki. 
There’s an edamame “guac” dip on offer 
($6.75), which I ordered reluc- 
tantly with flashbacks of so many 
Mexican restaurants making the 
stuff tableside and charging me 
$12 for the privilege. But no one 
works a basalt mortar and pestle 
here. Flanked by rice crisps, the 
finished plate arrives painted with 
a minty green puree flecked with black 
sesame seeds and a few whole edamame 
beans. Edamame offers a milder and creamier 
base than avocado for guacamole. Nakashi- 
ma’s version is fiery limey and pungent with 
garlic. I may never eat Mexican guac again. 

A truffle chawanmushi ($6.50) is the 
offspring of a creme brulee and truffle-spiked 
ramen. Dense egg custard swims in dashi 
broth perfumed with truffle funk that’s so 
comforting and savory it’s like Japan’s version 
of chicken soup for the soul. 

But the capper of the evening is a whole 
lobster ($28.95) — the same one I met on the 
way in— split, roasted in spicy togarashi but- 
ter and served with more of that incredible 
ponzu I experienced with the Naoki-style 
sashimi. The lobster meat is so delicate that 
it eats more like riced and buttered potato 
than the flubbery flesh you’ll And elsewhere. 

Bottom line 

Nakashima is one of Chicago’s best sushi 
chefs. His new namesake sushi joint is serv- 
ing some of the best sushi in the city, and it 
should not be missed.

You Remind Me of the Babe ($12) at South Water Kitchen 225 N. Wabash Ave. 312-236-9300

Don’t let South Water Kitchen head bar- 
tender Dan Rook’s cocktail menu fool you. 
It’s not you who reminds him of the babe. 

It’s the weird magic dancing in the glass of 
one of his latest creations, You Remind Me 
of the Babe, an odd combination of tequila, 
lavender syrup, charred broccoli shrub and 
herbaceous tonic water. 

“Some people think it’s about a girl and are 
like, ‘So who’s the babe?’ ” said Rook, Red- 
Eye’s 2015 Best Bartender. But David Bowie 
fans know what babe. (It’s a “Labyrinth” 
reference, for everyone who’s still lost.) The 
day Rook was pondering whether or not to 
include the broccoli shrub on the menu was 
the same day Bowie died. “I thought, ‘Is it 
too weird?’ ” he said. “But nothing’s too weird 
for David Bowie.” 

Though broccoli and booze are an unlikely 
pair, the cocktail is less vegetal than ex- 
pected. It teeters the line between sweet and 
savory but the botanical elements make the 
drink truly interesting. It’s part of Rook’s 
“From the kitchen” section on the menu. 


with cocktails including food components 
and seasonal ingredients such as watermelon 
radish, beet and horseradish. 

For cocktail inspiration, he often consults 
“The Flavor Thesaurus,” a book recommend- 
ed by one of his regulars. It’s where he found 
gai Ian broccoli, a Chinese cross between 
broccoli and kale, and paired it with some in- 
gredients typically found in Asian cuisine to 
make a shrub, or a sweet vinegar-based syrup. 

On its own, the shrub— charred gai Ian 
broccoli, fresh ginger, cayenne, rice wine vin- 
egar, fennel seed, coconut sugar and orange 
and lemon peel— is pretty abrasive, like some- 
thing your grandma would concoct to cure a 
cold. But in the cocktail, it works in harmony 
with the earthy broccoli, which is especially 
subtle, while ginger and lavender notes are 
most prevalent. The herbal characteristics 
from the tonic and lavender syrup comple- 
ment the shrub rather than compete with it. 

Getting weird is kind of Rook’s thing. You 
Remind Me of the Babe is definitely that. We 
think Bowie would approve.
